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REPORT  FOT^THE  YEAR  ENDING  HAY  i,  1893. 


To  THE  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Northwestern  University  : 

We  herewith  hand  you  our  Aunual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  endiug 
May  1,  1893,  covering  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  our  various 
departments,  and  the  receipts  from  other  sources  of  income  with  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  been  applied. 

During  the  year,  the  Dental  Department  has  made  a  deficit  of 
$8,654.34,  which  is  less  than  the  previous  year  by  $2,564.86.  Our 
Law  Department  has  mede  a  deficit  of  .f 3, 788. 81.  These  deficits 
have  been  charged  to  the , Departments  making  them  with  the  expecta- 
tion that  they  will  soon  be  made  good  out  of  their  future  receipts.  We 
have  acquired  title  during  the  year  to  the  property  of  the  Woman's  Med- 
ical College  worth  180,000.00  issuing  bonds  tberefor  to  the  amount  of 
$35,000.00  to  be  retired  from  the  receipts  of  that  Department.  The  new 
Laboratory  Building  for  the  Northwestern  University  Medical  College 
and  College  of  Pharmacy  ia  approaching  completion,  on  which  there  has 
thus  far  been  expended  $117,329.18,  of  which  $2,500  has  been  furnished 
by  Mrs.  C.  E.  Barker;  $10,000  by  Dr.  E.  Ingals;  $20,968.09  by  the  Med- 
ical Department;  $730.85  by  Dr.  N.  S.  Davis,  Sr.;  $65,000  has  been 
provided  for  by  temporary  loan,  and  $18,130.24  has  been  advanced 
from  the  treasury  of  the  University,  beside  the  interest  paid  on  temporary 
loan,  amounting  to  over  $2,600.00. 

The  Addition  to  the  Woman's  Hall  is  about  completed  at  a  cost  of 
$18,000.00,  generously  donated  by  Mr.  William  Deering.  The  heating 
and  furnishing  of  thp  building  will  require  a  further  outlay  of  about 
$3,000.00. 

The  Woman's  Hall  Building  has  been  improved  by  the  introduction  of 
a  Hot  Water  Heating  apparatus  at  an  expense  of  $5,669.53. 

We  have  built  two  fine  residences  on  Orrington  Avenue,  north  of  Uni- 
versity Place,  at  a  cost  respectively  of  $7,000.00  and  $6,000.00;  one  of 
which  has  been  rented  for  three  years  at  $85.00  per  month.  The  other 
is  in  the  market  for  sale.  These  residences  will  assist  in  the  development 
of  the  large  interests  which  we  hold  in  that  locality. 

We  are  ;j1so  erecting  a  fine  residence  on  Sheridan  Road  opposite  the 
Campus,  at  a  cost  of  $10,000.00,  which  is  under  lease  to  Mr.  E.  E.  Bar- 
nard for  five  years  at  $1,400.00  per  annum.     -' 
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During  the  year  the  purchase  of  the  Waldeu  lot  in  Dempstor'8  Subdivi- 
sion has  been  consuinniated  for  addition  to  the  Campus  at  a  cost  of 
14,017.90. 

The  item  of  assessments  on  unproductive  property  is  a  large  one  in 
the  report  of  the  year,  and  will  be  much  larger  in  the  year  to  come,  on 
account  of  street  and  general  improvements  now  going  on,  on  which 
notices  of  assessments  have  been  given. 

New  leases  to  the  amount  of  $80,495.00  have  been  effected  this  year, 
and  leases  to  the  amount  of  $30,316.68  have  been  cancelled  or  termi- 
nated, making  a  net  increase  of  leases  of  $50,178.32.  This  amount  is 
also  enhanced  by  increased  valuation  of  property  under  lease,  whose 
re-valuation  fell  due  this  year,  to  the  amount  of  $43,091.76.  The 
amount  of  sales  consummated  this  year  has  been  $85,830.34.  Although 
the  amount  of  new  leases  makes  a  somewhat  favorable  showing,  and  the 
re-valuations  likewise,  we  are  of  opinion  that  a  considerable  amount  of 
property  ripe  for  improvement  might  have  been  leased  if  it  had  not  been 
for  the  prejudice  in  the  minds  of  many  to  frequent  re-valuations;  and  in 
this  connection  we  would  suggest  the  advisability  of  the  adoption  of 
alternative  forms  of  lease.  One,  as  at  present  with  a  re-valuation  every 
ten  years.  The  other,  with  a  single  valuation  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest 
than  the  other. 

We  have  not  varied  greatly  the  form  of  report  to  which  you  have 
become  accustomed  under  the  former  efficient  Agent  and  Treasurer,  save 
to  omit  schedules  of  leases,  Tuition  Notes  and  Student's  Loan  Fund 
Notes,  likewise  the  balance  sheet,  which  has  be  n  passed  upon  by  your 
Auditing  Committee.  The  various  schedules  showing  the  business  of  the 
year  may  be  found  under  the  following  heads :
